Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the following report 
covering the period January 1 through the date hereof. 

Aside from repairing leaks in the roof and replacing a steam valve, 
the maintenance staff was mostly engaged in preparing the following exhibitions: 
the Biennial, the Roosevelt Memorial Competition, Faberge and Ryder. 

In connection with the Faberge exhibition, the Gallery has had ten 
handsome walnut display cases manufactured by the Bondy Fixture Company. They 
cost $6,400.00 which was donated by the owner of the collection. 

A telescoping scaffold was purchased for $600.00. 

In connection with the proposed extension to the Art School and the 
use of the so-called"Red Cross" area for such purpose, plans and outline 
specifications have been prepared by Faulkner, Kingsbury & Stenhouse to bring 
this area into compliance with the D.C. fire regulations and for work requested 
by the staff in order to make the area more usable for the School. A preliminary 
estimate has been received from the Parkhill Company as follows: 

Item "A": Work as outlined for new requirements in accordance 


with the Building Regulations 30,000.00 

Item "B": Work as outlined for new art school requirements - - 9,000.00 

Item "C": Work as outlined for installing new electrical 

fixtures in paint storage room 1,900.00 

$,.40,900.00 







Should non-syphon traps be used at sins and all vent piping 
eliminated in Item "B", deduct $750.00 from the foregoing total. 

On March 9, an informal inspection of the auditorium was made by 
Mr. Dripps of the District of Columbia Building Inspector's office, at which time 
Messrs. Williams, Dorra and Stevenson, of the staff, Mr. Bradley, Mr. Faulkner 
and Mr. Stevens, of Mr. Faulkner's office, were present. A memorandum was pre¬ 
pared by Mr. Faulkner containing the suggestions put forward at this conference. 

A copy of this memorandum has been filed with Mr. Dripps at the District Building, 
together with an architect's sketch showing what is suggested to bring the 
auditorium into conformity with the fire regulations. We are currently informed 
that the Building Inspector's office has approved this suggestion, that the 
matter is now in the hands of the Fire Marshal, and that a man from the Fire 
Marshal's office visited the Gallery within the week so it is hoped that the 
final clearance will be forthcoming in the near future.
